GERMS SPREAD BY DUST STORM 


Bacteria Captured. by Airplanes Up 
to 20,000 Feet. 
By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 29. — A cloud of 
bacteria rode over the eastern part 
of North America last May on the 
great dust storm. 

The records that picked up this 
bacterial invasion were described to 
the Society of American Bacteriol- 
ogists yesterday by Bernard  E. 
Proctor of the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology. Western dust 
was collected in 30 airplane flights 
in the vicinity of Boston. The 
planes were equipped with sticky 
plates to which bacteria would ad- 
here. Both bacteria and dust par- 
ticles were found at altitudes up 
to 20,000 feet. 


New Star Losing Brilliance. 


PASADENA, Cal., Dec. 29.—The 
new exploding star in the Constel- 
lation of Hercules which flared sud- 
denly to 200,000 times its original 
brilliance is beginning to fade.

NEGRO'S ATTACK 


William FE. Poole, 
Kirkwood Dentist, Suc- 
cumbs to Injuries Inflict- 
ed by Raymond Batson.

Deputy Constable Also Shot 


in Courtroom Affray — 
Prisoner Is Charged With 
Murder. 


Dr. William E. Poole, Kirkwood 
dentist and former Washington 


University football player, died at 
this 


derous attack in Kirkwood shortly 
after noon yesterday by Raymond 
Batson, unemployed Negro chauf- 
feur and self-styled student of the 
law. 

Batson, who entered the court- 
room of Justice of the Peace Philip 
R. Rabenau at 140 Kirkwood road 
with a Luger automatic pistol in 
his hand, shot and killed the mag- 
istrate before he could rise from his 
chair, struck Dr. Poole with a wild 
bullet, superficially wounded Depu- 
ty Constable Jack Nece in an en- 
suing pistol fight and chase, and 
was himself shot in the left arm 
by Nece as he fled. 

The Negro was captured 30 min- 
utes later after he had gone to the 
office of the St. Louis County Re- 
lief Association at 129 East Argonne 
drive and had been dislodged by a 
tear gas attack by Kirkwood po- 
licemen. 

How Dentist Was Shot. 

Dr. Poole, father of three daugh- 
ters, was dictating a letter to Jus- 
tice Rabenau’s stenographer, Miss 
Irene Schmidt, when the Negro, a 
notoriously quarrelsome character 
about Kirkwood, fired four shots 
into Rabenau’s back, and shot the 
dentist with a bullet intehded for 
Deputy Nece. 

Coolly, Dr. Poole rose from the 
floor where he had fallen’ and, 
while Nece was firing at Batson on 
the sidewalk outside, lifted himself 
‘onto a table, lay on his back and 
asked that an ambulance be called. 

At Jewish Hospital physicians 
found that the bullet had struck 
him in the center of the abdomen 
and pierced the left kidney. A 
transfusion of blood furnished by 
his 16-year-old daughter, Willette, 
was given him, but he failed to 
rally. 

Dr. Poole, 48 years old, had an 
office at 101 North Kirkwood road, 
and lived at 852 North Taylor ave- 
nue, Kirkwood. He was graduated 
in 1914 from Washington University, 
where he was a guard on the foot- 
ball team. In addition to Miss Wil- 
lette, his wife and two other daugh- 
ters, June, 17, and Vera, 14, sur- 
vive. 

Two Murder Warrants. 

A warrant charging the murder 
of Dr. Poole was issued against 
Batson today at Clayton by Justice 
of the Peace Lewis. A warrant 
charging murder of Justice Rabe- 
nau was issued late yesterday aft- 
ernoon. 

A verdict of murder was returned 
today by a Coroner's jury after an 
inquest into Justice Rabenau’s 
death. Witnesses included Nece, 
Miss Schmidt and Marshal Richard 
James and Justice of the Peace 
George Booth of Valley Park, who 
were in the courtroom when the 
shooting. In its verdict the jury in- 
cluded the recommendation that 
Batson “be held for first degree 
murder.” 

The inquest was held in Kirk- 
wood but it was decided, because of 
public feeling against Batson, not 
to produce him there. He remained 
at County Hospital suffering from 
a bullet wound which fractured the 
left arm in the elbow. 

Last night, after there had been 
some loose talk of violence against 
him, a guard of 10 Clayton police- 
men and two Deputy Constables, 
armed with riot guns and tear gas, 
was stationed in County Hospital 
and on the grounds, but nothing 
untoward occurred. A __ special 
guard is being maintained over 
Batson today. 

Statement of Batson. 

At County Hospital last night, 
Batson, a husky heavy-set man with 
an arrogant manner, made a writ- 
ten statement in which he admitted 
the shooting in Justice Rabenau’s 
office, and told a rambling story 
of fancied mistreatment at the 
hands of the magistrate. 

His wife, Luella, with whom he 
lived at 321 Fillmore avenue, Kirk- 
wood, and her aunt, Mary Cheet- 
ham, were convicted of peace dis- 
turbance by Justice Rabenau on 
Dec. 13 and were sentenced to 30 
days in jail. Batson, who repre- 
sented them in court, declared that 
somebody had forged his name to 
a recognizance for their release on 
appeal on Dec. 24. When he en- 
tered Justice Rabenau’s office, pis-

RFC AGREES TO BUY. 
CITY'S BRIDGE NOTES 


Action Assures $1,000,000 
PWA Loan and Grant for 
Building Approaches.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—The Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
today agreed to purchase from the 
PWA about $800,000 in notes to be 
issued by the city of St. Louis for 
construction of approaches to the 
municipal bridge. This is the final 
action necessary to assure St. Louis 
a PWA loan and grant of about $1,- 
000,000 for completion of the bridge 
approaches. The negotiations have 
been in progress for more than a 
year. 

The RFC agreed to the commit- 
ment for purchase of the notes in 
order that PWA might make the 
loan. The commitment is made 
from the $250,000,000 which Con- 
gress authorized in an amendment 
approved at the close of the last 
session of Congress, late in June. 
Under the arrangement concluded 
between PWA and RFC, St. Louis 
will issue the notes in such a way 
and at such a time that there will 
be no interest charges to pay dur- 
ing construction. 

The exact amount of the loan is 
$758,700. The outright grant is for 
30 per cent of the cost of the 
project, $242,000. 

With the completion of the ap- 
proaches full use of the bridge by 
railroads will be possible, in accord 
with the original plan of the build- 
ers. 

City Counselor Hay and Associate 
City Counselor Wayman have made 
several trips to Washington to ex- 
pedite the loan. Congressman Coch- 
ran of St. Louis has worked for it 
through every phase of the negotia- 
tions which were first conducted 
with the RFC direct. 

This is the first time that the 
RFC has made any commitments 
from the $250,000,000 fund that Con- 
gress made available. Hitherto the 
RFC has resold municipal and coun- 
ty bonds before agreeing to take 
them from PWA. By this method 
the RFC has acquired and resold 
between forty and fifty millions of 
bonds taken by PWA on loans is- 
sued to municipalities throughout 
the country. 


ILLINOIS ABATES STATE REALTY 
PERSONAL TAXES SECOND YEAR

VISCOUNT ADACHI, JAPAN'S — 
WORLD COURT JUSTICE, DIES. 


Had Served as President of 
International Tribunal; Held 

Many Diplomatic Posts.

THE HAUGE, Netherlands, Dec. 
299.— Viscount Mineichiro Adachi, 
member and former president of 
the International Court of Justice, 
and one of Japan’s most distin- 
guished diplomats, died here yes- 
terday. He was 65 years old. He 
had been ill for some time. 


He 


Viscount Adachi, recipient of 
many academic and diplomatic hon- 
ors in his native Japan, had been 
councillor of the Japanese Embassy 
at Paris and a Minister to Mexico. 
He was graduated from the law 
department of Tokio Imperial Uni- 
versity in 1892. He was sent to 
Rome the following year, and then 
to Paris, where he was third secre- 
tary of the embassy. In 1903 he 
returned to Japan and was at- 
tached to the foreign office. He 
was councillor of the Foreign Of- 
fice and councillor of the Prize 
Court during the Russo-Japanese 
war. 

He was decorated with the Ris- 
ing Sun of the First Rank by the 
Japanese Emperor and was granted 
the decoration of King’s Crown of 
the Third Rank by the King of 
Italy. He received the Second Or- 
der of Isabella the Catholic by the 
Spanish King in 1901. 

He later became Ambassador to 
Belgium and following that Am- 
bassador to France, from which 
post he resigned in June, 1930.

BACK AT FLORIDA LINE 


Autos Stopped on Principal High- 
ways; 10,000 Transients Al- 
ready in State.

TALLAHASSEE, Flia., Dec. 29.— 
Alarmed at the arrival of thousands 
of winter “visitors” without money 
or prospects of employment, the 
State is taking steps to curb immi- 
gration of indigent non-residents. 
Nearly 10,000 transients already 
have entered the State, a survey 
shows. 

Tourists on principal highways 
are being stopped at the State line 
and turned back if they are unable 
to show visible means of support. 

“The trek of jobless to Florida to 
escape the rigors of a northern win- 
ter must be stopped,” Gov. David 
Sholtz said, “for the Federal Emer- 
gency Relief Administration has 
discontinued funds for the erection 
of additional facilities to accommo- 
date the hordes of transients, and 
State officials are unable to cope 
with the situation.”

Missing Between Syracuse 
and “Albany Since Last 
Night, It Reports It Lost 


Course in Storm. 


By the Associatei Press. 
ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 29.—A radio 


message received today from a Bos- 
ton-to-Cleveland air liner, missing 
between Syracuse and Albany since 
last night, said the plane was down 
and its four occupants “all O K.” 

“We are on a mountain some- 
where between Albany and Utica,” 
radioed Jack H. Brown, an airplane 
pilot who was traveling on the plane 
as a passenger. 

“I don’t know just where, but we 
are north of our course.” 

The plane was piloted by Ernest 
Dryer of Cleveland, O., and carried 
his brother, Dale Dryer, also of 
Cleveland, as co-pilot; Brown and 
R. D. Handbrook of Washington, 
who is associated with the Federal 
Education Bureau, It also carried 
mail, 

Static Blurs Message 

Static often blotted out Brown’s 
voice as his message came through, 

“Everybody's all right. Please tell 
our folks,” he said. 

“We cracked up in a group of 
trees. We have built a fire so you 
can find us. We are at 2200 feet 
altitude.” 

Later Pilot Dryer radioed that he 
thought they were “near Rockwood, 
N. Y., seven miles due west of Glo- 
versville.” Rockwood is on the edge 
of the Adirondack Forest Preserve, 
12 miles off the air route. 

The American Airlines, owners of 
the plane, began setting up direc- 
tional radio finders at Albany, Bos- 
ton and Buffalo. By comparing the 
direction and strength of Brown's 
messages, they hoped to determine 
the whereabouts of the plane. 

Department of Commerce engi- 
neers set about to shift the position 
of radio compass equipment at Al- 
bany before the plane’s radio, rap- 
idly losing strength, should go dead. 
They hoped to get an answer from 
the plane telling them when the 
beam signals sounded strongest and 
thus establish its position. 

“We are on the twilight (edge) of 
the Albany beam now,” Pilot Dryer 
said during one of the infrequent 
periods of communication. 

May Be Farther North. 

Airline officers thought Dryer 
was mistaken about the position. 
The nearest mountain of an alti- 
tude of 2200 feet in that region is 
near Piseco Lake, a wilderness area 
30 miles north. 

The plane’s radio reported “it 
snowed hard last night. The snow 
is two feet six inches deep now.” 
The men had no food. 

Snow and sleet in Eastern New 
York kept rescue planes on the 
ground. 

Pilot Dryer left Boston late yes- 
terday for Cleveland, hut stopped at 
Syracuse because of unfavorable 
weather. Ordered to return to Bos- 
ton, he refueled and started back 
at 7:30 p. m. He was due to ar- 
rive at Albany at 8:30. He radioed 


his position over Utica at 8:15.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29. — Hi- 

rosi Saito, Japanese Ambassador, 
presented to Secretary of State 


Hull today Japan’s notification of 
its intention to abrogate the Wash- 
ington naval treaty on Dec. 3l, 
1936, the earliest possible date, 
Japan announced that it would do 
this at the naval conversations in 
London several weeks ago. 

The Ambassador expressed hope 
a new treaty could be agreed 
On within the next two years. Ja- 
pan, he said, was willing to discard 
half its navy if “a common maxi- 
mum limit” for the United States, 
Great Britain and the Far Eastern 
Empire is established. 

He said he was “not at all anx- 
ious” about the possibility of a na- 
val race. 

“The peoples concerned are all 
intelligent,’ he said, “and their 
Governments are rational. No one 
wishes to engage in damaging na- 
val building competition.” 

For “Common Upper Limit.” 

A statement by the Japanese For- 
eign Office spokesman explaining 
Japan’s action also was made pub- 
lic by the Embassy here, It said, 
“The new treaty should rest not 
upon a ratio principle, but on the 
formula of an agreed common up- 
per limit for the armaments to be 
retained by each Power. 

“In order to render it difficult for 
any Power to attack another but 
easy to defend itself, the offensive 
arms should be totally abolished or 
drastically reduced, and the defen- 
sive arms adequately provided.” 

The giant battleships and air- 
planes are included in “offensive 
weapons,” according to Japanese 
definitions in the past. 

Under the Washington treaty tt2 
earliést date on which the pact can 
be scrapped is the one chosen by 
Japan today, Dec. 31, 1936. 

Another Pact Ends in 1936. 

Another naval treaty, the London 
pact, automatically ends on Dec. 
31, 1936. Thus there will be no 
international agreement limiting 
navies after that date unless a new 
treaty is signed. 

The denunciation delivered to the 
State Department as custodian of 
the treaty followed more than a 
year’s discussion of naval affairs. 
Repeatedly Japanese spokesmen 
had indicated the action unless 
Great Britain and the United States 
agreed to scrap the 5-5-3 ratio and 
grant Japan equality in tonnage. 

Japan's action today was taken 
after it had built up to within one 
small ship of the total tonnage per- 
mitted by the Washington treaty. 

During the London conversations 
American and British spokesmen 
expressed the fear that abrogation 
of the limitation treaties might 
lead to a naval armaments race, 
The official stand of the American 
Government as expressed by a high 
authority last week is a hope that 
a new treaty be signed. 

Saito served the notice on the 
United States because this country 
is custodian of the pact. The State 
Department must now fulfill its 
treaty-ordained duty of notifying 
Great Britain, France and Italy, 
the other signatories. 

Text of Japanese Statement. 

The text of the statement by the 
Japanese Foreign Office spokesman 
follews: 

“In the recent preliminary conver- 
sations the Japanese Government 
have been exerting, in co-operation 
with. the other Powers concerned, 
their most sincere efforts towards 
the achievement of a new agreement 
which will secure Japan's national 
defense and which will bring about 
a substantial measure of disarma- 
ment, eliminating all possibilities of 
aggression from among the great 
naval Powers while lightening ag 
far as possible the tax burden of 
the peoples. 

“The Japanese Government, after 
careful consideration from this 
viewpoint, are convinced that the 
cause of disarmament can best be 
served and the security of the Pow- 
ers permanently assured by conclud- 
ing an equitable agreement founded 
upon the following principles which

MOSCOW, Dec. 29.—Soviet offi- 
cials refused today either to con- 
firm or deny reports that the trial 
of Leonid Nicolaieff, accused of 
assassinating the Communist lead- 
er, Sergei Kiroff, at Leningrad Dec. 


1, had begun. 
With 13 alleged associates, Nico- 


laieff this week was turned over to 
the military collegium of the Su- 
preme Court for trial. A purported 
confession implicating the anti- 
Stalin group headed by Gregory S. 
Zinovieff was made public. 

Nineteen alleged saboteurs, em- 
ployes of the Omsk Railway, got 
prison sentences yesterday for 
counter-revolutionary tactics, care- 
lessness and inefficiency. It was 
charged that they had caused 35 
accidents on the Omsk section of 
the Trans-Siberia Railway between 
Dec. 10 and Dec. 15, damaged 87 
locomotives, broke up 18 trains, and 
caused property damage of 1,500,000 
rubles. 

Conflicting Reports on the Fate 
of Two Former Leaders. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Dec. 29.—Conflicting 
reports have been received about 
Gregory Zinovieff and Leo Kam- 
eneff, former powers in the Com- 
munist party, who are variously 
reported to have been sent into 
exile in Siberia and to have been 
executed. The rumors of their 
deaths were doubted even by the 
newspaper which published them. 

The Daily Mail quotes Leningrad 
papers as announcing that the two 
former leaders have been exiled 
“to a climate good for winter 
sports.” 

The Herald says rumors in War- 
saw that Zinovieff and Kameneff 
had been executed could not be 
confirmed and were highly improb- 
able. 

The Foreign Office Press Bu- 
reau at Moscow termed as “arrant 
nonsense” reports circulated abroad 
that Zinovieff and Kameneff had 
been executed. 

In this connection it was recalled 
that an official announcement 
from Moscow said there was insuf- 
ficient evidence to turn over Zino- 
vieff and Kameneff and five oth- 
ers, arrested after the Kiroff as- 
sassination, for trial. Since then 
Moscow authorities have been si- 
lent about the fate of these men as 
well as the trial of the 14 others 
which was reported proceeding at 
Leningrad.

Negro Hit by Last Bullet.

Nece, 
struck a glancing blow in the ribs 
by one of Batson’s bullets, ran back 
to a nearby restaurant to call 
police, then followed Batson, who 
took refuge in the County Relief 
office, and directed women em- 
ployes there to “call the Federal 
men.” 

Nece, directed by persons who 
had seen Batson running toward 
the relief office, arrived there as 
Kirkwood police stopped in front 
of the building, which is only a 
block and a half from the police 
station. Five young women em- 
ployes had already fled from the 
building, and a sixth, Miss Orpha 
Kendrick, had locked herself in a 
room on a second floor. 


A ladder was raised to her win- 
dow, and as she descended, the 
police threw three tear gas gren- 
ades and fired two tear gas bombs 
into the house. Batson emerged 
within a few moments, holding his 
unwounded arm high. His Luger, 
which had been reloaded, and a 
loaded .38-caliber revolver, which 
had not been fired, were in his hip 
pockets. 

Employes of the agency said Bat- 
gon’s manner had not been threat- 
ening, except that he became angry 
when he heard one of them call 
the police.

mittee reported, was done at ho- 
tels or in the homes of army offi- 
cers.

sess himself of said note without 
paying the same.” 

Conferences, the committ ee 
found, were held between lobbyists 
“of one or more motor vehicle con- 
cerns,” with the intention “of en- 
tering into an agreement or con- 
spiracy which would have deprived 
the Government of the benefit of 
bona fide competition” in automo- 
bile purchases. 

Instances in which specifications 
issued by the War Department were 
changed so as to eliminate some 
automobile manufacturers from the 
bidding were told of by the com- 
mittee. 

Special Discounts to Officers. 

At one point, the committee said: 
“Your committee desires to note 
that early in its investigation it 
learned with dismay that a combi- 
nation of circumstances had left 
only one motor concern eligible to 
bid on War Department vehicles.” 

“Through its own findings and 
activities, your committee is able 
to report that such situation has 
been corrected.” 

The committee said that “special 
discounts and favorable trades” on 
automobiles had been offered to of- 
ficers “in a position to influence the 
purchase of cars. 

“There have been disclosed offi- 
cials having authority in the matter 
of inspection and procurement. who 
not only have willingly accepted fre- 
quent entertainment and _ special 
discounts as offered to them, but 
have sought such entertainment. 

“Loans of money and gratuities 
of various sorts have, in addition, 
been offered to these officials in 
return for which it appears to be 
established that they have given 
advance information relating to 
specifications and probable pur- 
chases, to the extent that a rivalry 
has grown up between the lobby- 
ists for certain motor vehicle con- 
cerns and surplus property dealers.” 

The committee recommended 
four changes in the law in an effort 
to decrease the effectiveness of lob- 
byists. They were: 

To require army officers to have 
active duty in the field with troops 
every four years; forbid officers to 
receive fees from outside sources; 
increase the statute of limitations 
for offenses involving violation of 
trust placed in both civilians and 
soldiers from the present three to 
six to ten years; give the Comptrol- 
ler General jurisdiction over the 
trading of old property for new. 


WOMAN CONDEMNED TO DIE 
IN ENGLAND GETS REPRIEVE 


Farm Hand Convicted With Her of 
Burying Their Child Alive 
to Be Hanged. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Dec. 20—Mrs. Lydia 
Binks, condemned to die Jan. 3 for 
the murder of her child, was re- 
prieved last night. The Home Secre- 
tary’s decision was conveyed to the 
solocitor at Durham where Mrs. 
Binks was scheduled to be hanged. 

Frederick Rushworth, 29-year-old 
farm hand convicted with Mrs. 
Binks of burying alive their child 
born at York last March, was not 
reprieved. He is in prison at Leeds 
awaiting execution Jan. 2. 

The jury which convicted Mrs. 
Binks, a domestic who was sep- 
arated from her husband at the 
time of the crime, added its “strong- 
est possible. recommendation” that 
mercy be shown. Testimony pic- 
tured her as a person whose intelli- 
gence was below normal. 


WALLACE SAYS 
RECOVERY WAITS 
ON INDUSTRIES 


No Improvement in Farm 
Income Till Manufactur- 
ers Increase Production, 
He Declares. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Dec, 29. — The extent 
of the economic improvement in 
1935, Secretary of Agriculture Wal- 
lace said last night, depends on in- 
dustry. 

Addressing the American Statisti- 
cal Association he asserted that ag- 
riculture was interested because 
maximum progress in price raising 
has been attained through reducing 
supplies. He added: 

“Any further increase in agricul- 
tural income, we beleve, depends 
primarily on a substantial increase 


-lin industrial production, which in 


turn means hgiher consumer pur- 
chasing power and greater national 
income,” 

If industry would produce within 
90 per cent of its 1929 level, as agri- 
culture will do next year, Wallace 
said, “then not only agricultural 
prices and income will improve, but 
industry itself, and the whole peo- 
ple, will benefit.” 

Industry is far from the “satisfac- 
tory” goal in production, which he 
declared to be about 325 per cent 
of the level of 1900. Recovery efforts 
of the last two years have increased 
it to about 205 per cent and to re- 
gain the volume necessary a 50 per 
cent increase in industrial produc- 
tion is necessary. 


Suggests Price Reductions. 

“Until such an expansion’ takes 
place, there will continue to be a 
disparity between agricultural and 
industrial prices,” he said. 

He suggested that industries 
stimulate buying and production by 
lowering prices. Possibly “the only 
way for many industries to make a 
profit in 1935 will be by lowering 
their prices in order to increase 
their sales, thus reducing’ their 
overhead costs per unit,” he said. 

“Some business leaders contend 
that this is the only sound prescrip- 
tion for agricultural recovery, 
though they seem loath to apply it 
to industry. The truth is. that 
though agriculture took that medi- 
cine up to 1933 in heavy doses, the 
prescription is not nearly so well 
adapted to agriculture as it is to 
industry. For industrial products, 
unlike agricultural products, gross 
returns tend to be greater for 
larger volumes than for restricted 
volumes,” 


Illustration in Auto Industry. 

Using the automobile industry as 
an example, Wallace said 1934 
wholesale prices were about 17 
per cent or $110 below those of 
1929 while volume produced for the 
domestic market was 50 per cent 
below. 

“On the basis of supply and de- 
mand factors,” he said, “it appears 
that the demand for automobiles, as 
measured by the decline in national 
income, theoretically lowered the 
level of automobile prices by about 
$255.” 

He added that the 2,300,000 cars 
solid this year at an average whole- 
sale price of $525 had a gross value 
of $1,200,000,000, while if the price 
had been reduced to about $400, 
theoretically 4,000,000 cars would 
have been sold at a total value of 
$1,600,000,000 or about $400,000,000 
more for a larger volume. 

“The stimulus to economic re- 
covery which would follow produc- 
tion of 4,000,000 rather than 2,300,- 
000 cars, is very pleasant to con- 
template,” he added. 

“Half Putty, Half Steel.” 

The American economic structure 
“is half of putty, half of steel,” Wal- 
lace continued. “Nothing so con- 
structed can have any permanence. 
Either the putty-like prices have 
to be raised and made rigid, or 
the steel-like prices have to be 
lowered and made flexible. 

“Producers whose prices are flex- 
ible cannot keep on exchanging 
goods with producers whose prices 
stay rigid: workers whose wages 
are flexible cannot continue to buy 
goods the prices of which are rigid. 
I hope to see the day when business 
leaders, in conference assembled, 
will recognize and grapple with 
problems as fundamental as this.” 

“When industries begin to devel- 
ope their programs as industries, 
not as individual firms worried only 
about their own competitive posi- 
tion, it will be reasonable to expect 
the emergence of a central, na- 
tional objective. 

“In so far as we are interested in 
material things, our objective must 
be to attain the maximum output, 
at a price which can be paid, of 
those things which the rank and 


file of our people need and keenly 
desire.”

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DECLARES NAZIS 
SET UP PRISON 
CAMP IN SAAR 


Ex-Member of Party Says 
It Is Disguised as Child- 
ren’s Kitchen — Also Al- 
leges Exchange Swindles. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAARBRUECKEN, Saar Terri- 
tory, Dec. 29.—A sworn statement 
by a former Nazi today charged the 
Nazis with establishing a concen- 
tration camp in the Saar Basin and 
enriching themselves by “‘illegiti- 
mate manipulation” of marks. 

The statement, by Wilhelm Fisch- 
er, described as the “former right- 
hand man of the Nazi leader at 
Neunkirchen,” said the concentra- 
tion camp was set up there June 19 
under the guise of a “children’s kitch- 
en” as a place to keep prisoners. 

Fischer’s statement was published 
by the “Common Front,” as part of 
a campaign to induce Saarlanders 
to vote against reunion with Ger- 
many. 

Fischer, who fell out with the 
Nazis after the June “blood purge,” 
said he personally arranged the 
camp, had cells built and bought 
equipment, paid for with money ob- 
tained from subscriptions. 

He said Fritz Werner, his chief, 
“said to me that many who had 
given their francs so eagerly for 
the ‘children’s kitchen’ would ex- 
perience the wonders of life behind 
the “kitchen’s walls.” 

“Werner told me,” Fischer said, 

“that not even a shot could be heard 
from outside. 
, Fischer said, “I discovered that 
nearly every leader in the ‘German 
front’ enriched himself illegitimate- 
ly by manipulating registered marks 
or by larger or smaller. swindles in 
connection with the sending of Saar 
children to Germany.” 

A Communist before joining the 
Nazis in 1932, Fischer has been un- 
der attack since he deserted the 
ranks. The “German Front” said he 
had occupied a minor position. 

Troops to Guard Ballots. 

The League of Nations’ interna- 
tional armed force today made 
preparations to protect the ballot 
boxes to be used in the Jan. 13 ple- 
biscite. 

The plebiscite commission =  ar- 
ranged for the soldiers to collect 
the boxes immediately after the 
polls close at 8 p. m. and bring 
them to Saarbruecken in army 
trucks. Counting will begin the 
following morning. 

Catholic opposition to reunion 
with Germany was strengthened to- 
day when the Rev. Father Bungar- 
ten bolted the “German front,” the 
united Nazi element. Father Bun- 
garten resigned from the Board of 
the Catholic pro-Nazi newspaper, 
Landeszeitung saying he could no 
longer support the Nazis. 

He formerly was president of the 
Saar branch of Dr. Heinrich Bruen- 
ing’s Catholic Centrist party, before 
it was dissolved by the Nazis in 
1933, but has now allied himself 
with the anti-Nazi German People’s 
party. 

One-half interest in the Landes- 
zeitung is owned by the German 


;Government through an insurance 


company. 
Soldiers Better Liked. 

Saarlanders appear to. be grow- 
ing more friendly toward the for- 
eign troops. Saar youngsters now 
salute officers as they pass. The 
football squad of the British regi- 
ment at St. Wendel engaged a lo- 
cal team there. A British band 
gave a concert in the public square 
at Neuenkirchen. 

Hundreds of Saarlanders, includ- 
ing leaders of the American dele- 
gation which came overseas to vote, 
planned an excursion to Stuttgart 
and Frankfort tonight for a final 
holiday celebration “before the 
Saar returns to Germany.” 

Many of the Americans, brought 
here at the expense of the Nazis, 
put their money in blocked marks 
travelers’ checks before leaving 
the United States, in order to gain 
40 per cent. These are valueless 
in the Saar, however, and _ the 
Americans can get no more than 
50 marks out of Germany even if 
they cross the frontier. 

The “German Front” is trying to 
arrange with the Reichsbank to 
give them relief, but so far has had 
no success.

With this in mind, I have in- 
structed Administrator Ickes to

Our experience in the past 18 
months has brought to light the 
difficulty of gearing machinery 
which has served municipalities 
of your State adequately for 
decades to the speed with which 
the Federal Government must 
extend credit to achieve desired 
results. It has been found that 
revision of the procedure rela- 
tive to municipal financing is 
essential, at least for the dura- 
tion of the existing emergency. 


Suggests New Laws. 


I wish to submit for your con- 
sideration in formulating your 
legislative program, the follow- 
ing suggestions: 

1. Enactment of a temporary 
bond law for bonds to be issued 
to finance public works proj- 
ects which would shorten the

have been submitted to the other 
Powers: 

“1. In view of the present state of 
extraordinary development in war- 
ship, aircraft, and other weapons of 
war, the existing naval treaties 
which recognize inequality of arma- 
ments among the Powers can no 
longer afford security of national 
defense to Japan. For this reason, 


the new treaty should rest not upon 
a ratio principle, but on the formu- 
la of an agreed common upper limit 
for the armaments to be retained by 
each Power. 

Abolition of Offensive Arms. 

“2. (a) In consonance with the 
spirit of disarmament, the said com- 
mon upper limit should be fixed as 
low as possible. 

“(b) In order to render it difficult 
for any Power to attack another but 
easy to defend itself, the offensive 
arms should be totally abolished or 
drastically reduced, and the defen- 
sive arms adequately provided. 


“In the light of these basic prin- 
ciples, it is impossible for the Jap- 
anese Government to acquiesce in 
the continuation for a further term 
of the Washington treaty of naval 
limitation, which not only permits 
the retention of the offensive arms, 
but admits disparity in naval 
strength through the adoption of a 
ratio system. 

“Moreover, the allocation of an 
inferior ratio, so detrimental to our 
national prestige, is bound to re- 
main a source of permanent and 
profound discontent to our people. 
Consequently, our Government have 
long felt it incumbent upon them 
to give notice of their intention to 
terminate the said treaty at the 
end of the year 1936, namely, upon 
the expiration of the stipulated 
term of its life. Of this intention 
the British and American govern- 
ments were early given a fairly 
clear intimation.

FOUR MEN INDICTED 
IN INCOME TAX FRAUD 


Two Ousted Treasury Officials 
Accused of Conspiracy to 
Settle Certain Cases. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29. — Four- 
men, two of them former officials 
in the United States Treasury, were 
indicted yesterday for conspiracy 
to defraud the Government in in- 
come tax settlements. 

Thomas M. McCarter, president of 
the New Jersey Public Service Cor- 
poration and of the Edison Elec- 
tric Institute, went before a Dis- 
trict of Columbia grand jury at the 
request of Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Morgenthau and Federal pros- 
ecutors. The jury returned indict- 
ments against: 

John W. Hardgrove, former as- 
sociate chief conferee of the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau, who had 
been dismissed following an in- 
quiry instituted by Morgenthau. 

Henning R. Nelson, former aud- 
itor in the bureau, who was dis- 
charged with Hardgrove. 

Frank B. McElhill of New York 
City, a private tax consultant. 

Richard E. Callaghan, a busi- 
ness associate of McElhill.

TT WO recent news items provide food 
for reflection on the administrative 
delinquencies of a great city—boastful 
of its wealth, stability, great institutions, 
Art Museum and Zoo—and of the disre- 
gard of social obligations and responsi- 
bilities of good citizenship. One of the 
items refers to a carved panel and a 
small picture for which the Art Museum 
paid $34,000. The other says there are 
more than 100,000 persons in the city on 
relief rolls and another 5000 homeless. 

Here is a city spending money for the 
trappings, tawdry gewgaws and play- 
things that once served to amuse and 
Satisfy the empty ambitions of medieval 
barbarians, and other sums in providing 
comfortable quarters, wholesome _ food, 
doctors and nurses for its monkeys, birds 
and snakes, while ignoring a greater po- 
tential asset than all the zoos and art 
museums in the nation. By reason of 
such neglect, the asset is converted into 
a liability in the form of untrained men 
and women. 

Art museums and zoos are admirable 
things to have and should be encouraged 
and supported at all costs. They are of 
great educational and inspirational value, 
but they should not transcend the wel- 
fare of homeless and destitute human 
beings, including thousands of children. 

Where is the farmer so foolish as to 
abandon his young orchard of 5000 trees 
to battle with the parasites and weeds, 
while devoting his time to the culture of 
flowers, which provide only fragrance for 
his nostrils and feasts for his eyes? Yet 
that is very much the attitude of society 
toward its young and tender orchard of 
life.

THE GOVERNMENT AND THE PRESS. 


The quarrel between the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association and the National Labor Relations 
Board is a perfect example of the mess which the 
Government creates when it attempts unwarranted 
interference in a labor dispute. 

The Post-Dispatch has repeatedly expressed its view 
that the Government has no right, in good morals or 
under the Constitution, to interfere with the free 
play of bargaining between capital and labor. It has 
said, and repeats, that freedom of contract between 
capital and labor is a fundamental of democracy. It 
has said that labor has the inalienable right to strike, 
that capital has the right to oppose the demands of 
labor, and that when these two rights come into col- 
lision, it is no part of the proper function of govern- 
ment to interfere in the dispute, except when the 
general public welfare may require governmental pro- 
tection of life and property. 

It has said that compulsory arbitration, which can 
only be applied by the Government, must lead in- 
evitably to labor courts, and that such courts arg 
bound tobe the tools of the dominant political group, 
bound to be hurtful to the cause of labor or hurtful 
to the legitimate interests of industry as the pendu- 
lum of political control swings back and forth. 

It has quoted the warning of the late Samuel 
Gompers, for many years the leader of the labor 
movement in the United States, against efforts to 
lead labor into schemes of coercive arbitration. In 
his 1900 presidential report to the Ameriean Federa- 
tion of Labor, Gompers said: 

There are some who, playing upon the credu- 
lity of the uninformed, seek to divert the princi- 
ple of arbitration into a coercive policy of so- 
called compulsory arbitration; in other words, 
the creation by states of boards, or courts, with 
power to hear and determine each case in dispute 
between workers and employers, to make awards, 
and, if necessary, to invoke the powers of the 
Government to enforce the awards. ... The 
scheme of so-called eompulsory arbitration is the 
latest design of the well-intentioned but unin- 
formed. 

Again, Gompers expressed himself as deeply con- 
cerned “with the fundamental principles of human 
liberty and refusal to surrender rights to govern- 
mental agencies.” 

When Section 7A, the collective bargaining section, 
was written into the National Industrial Recovery 
Act, we said that it did no more than state a 
fundamental right of labor, inherent in the American 
Constitution. We said that it carried with it no 
governmental guaranty of new labor rights; that 
any effort on the part of the Government to enforce, 
by governmental fiat, demands which labor already 
had the right to enforce for itself and which it eould 
enforce, in the long run, more effectively by itself 
than with the aid of compulsory governmental proc- 
esses—that any such effort would defeat the design 
of the legislation and lead only to confusion. 

This is what has happened. We have witnessed 
the spectacle of half a dozen different conflicting in- 
terpretations of Section 7A. We have had interpre- 
tions of the interpretations. We have seen the Presi- 
dent in the automobile settlement conceding the 
right of minority groups of employes to speak for 
themselves in bargaining with their employers, and 
we have seen the Labor Relations Board, ip the 
Houde engineering case, setting up the principle that 
the spokesmen of the majority of the employes in an 
industrial dispute are the spokesmen of all the em- 
ployes. 

Now we see Donald Richberg, the executive director 
of the President’s National Emergency Council, bit- 
terly at odds with the National Labor Relations Board 
in the case growing out of the dismissal of:a news- 
paper employe in San Francisco. 

The dispute at this stage is jurisdictional, and the 
facts, as the publishers say in their statement to the 
NRA, are simple enough. The newspaper code was 
accepted by the publishers only after an agreement 
with the President, embodied in the code, that it 
could not be modified except with the consent of 
the publishers. This was a definite restriction upon 
ihe general power of the President to modify codes. 
The newspaper code provides that disputes arising 
under the code shall be adjudicated by a Newspaper 
Industrial Board, containing representatives of the 
employers and the employes. 

In the face of this provision, the National Labor 
Relations Board asserted jurisdiction in the San 
Francisco case, and it has now recommended to the 
NRA that the newspaper in question, the Call-Bulle- 
tin, be deprived of its Blue Eagle for failure to com- 
ply with the board’s order to reinstate the discharged 
employe, Jennings. Jennings asserts that his dismis- 
sal was due to his activities with the Newspaper 
Guild, 

The Call-Bulletin, supported by the American News- 
paper Publishers’ Association, contends that the case 
should have been heard by the Newspaper Industrial 
Board; that the assumption of jurisdiction by the 
National Labor Relations Board constituted a mod- 
ification of the code, in violation' of the clear pro- 
vision against modification without the assent of the 
publishers. 

In this view, the publishers have the warm support 
of Donald Richberg, who has maintained that no 
governmental agency should attempt to “twist the 
meaning of Article VII of the code” (the article re- 
lating to modification) or to “evade its obligations 
by any legal hair-splitting.” 

Whether or not the present issue is bound up with 
the larger issue of the freedom of the press, we do 
not undertake to say. The dispute over the dismissal 
of Jennings is still in the jurisdictional stage. We 
do point out that the episode arises from a mistaken 
conception of the Government’s proper function in 
labor disputes. The Government’s place is on the 
sidelines, and that is true whether the dispute is in 
the publishing business or any other.

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$35 VS. $625. 

Excise Commissioner Scullin wants the Legislature 
to make two changes in the State liquor law: Pro- 
vide for one license covering the sale of liquor, in- 
stead of permitting the sale of 3.2 beer by a separate 
license; give police and other officers the right of 
search and seizure. : 

At the present time, there are 6000 3,2 beer taverns 
in the city. Each of them pays a total of $35 an- 
nually in license fees: $25 to the Federal Government 
and $10 to the State. The city is debarred by the 3.2 
law from imposing a license fee upon such places, 
Alongside these 6000 places are 1269 saloons with 
regular liquor licenses amounting to $625 annually: 
$25 to the Federal Government, $300 to the city, $300 
to the State. 

Many of the $35 taverns are in competition with 
the $625 saloons. They compete not only in the sale 
of beer but, illegally, in the sale of whisky and gin. 
The $35 places possess the added unfair advantage 
that they may stay open 24 hours a day, including 
Sunday, which the $625 places are forbidden to do. 
Thus the $35 places, at least those selling strong 
alcoholic drinks, constitute a new form of speakeasy, 
depriving both city and State of much-needed 
revenue. 

It is unthinkable that the Legislature should per- 
mit this condition to continue. Most of those who 
voted for repeal and for repeal candidates did so on 
the supposition, first, that repeal would end the era 
of the speakeasy and, second, that liquor sellers 
would pay a fair amount of money for the privilege 
of doing business, The fiasco precipitated by the 
hurriedly-passed 3.2 beer law has prevented the at- 
tainment of these objectives, 

One of the most important duties of the Legisla- 
ture is to repeal this law and to provide law officers 
with the power to make cases against violators of 
the State liquor code. 

A PERSONAL RELIEF SCHEME FAILS. 

A Louisville citizen, hungry and out of funds, hit 
upon what seemed to him an excellent idea for ob- 
taining free board and lodging for a long period. He 
wrote an abusive letter to President Roosevelt. Then 
he walked into the Federal Building, confessed his 
offense and demanded his own arrest. Investigation 
followed. Federal authorities thereupon informed 
their applicant that he had committed no wrong and 
that, after all, the President was accustomed to be- 
ing criticised. 

Comment on this news item is needless, but we do 
have a suggestion for the puzzled citizen, in case his 
problem is still unsolved. Let him migrate to Ger- 
Tmany or Italy. His scheme would work fine there. 
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AN EXPERIMENT IN LAND USE. 

The presence in St. Louis of Rabbi Samuel Ben- 
jamin of Temple Hope of Israel of New York, to 
conduct locally the current campaign for contribu- 
tions for the Jewish National Fund of Palestine. 
calls attention to a unique experiment in the use 
of jand. Money given to the fund makes possible the 
purchase of land in Palestine which is leased to Jews 
who take charge of its cultivation and care. Since 
the leases are in the form of perpetual contracts, 
provided the lessees and their heirs remain with the 
land contracted for, there is virtually the same in- 
centive to land improvement as attends the private 
possession of land. At the same time, he who takes 
over the land does not need to advance the sum of 
its value or to assume a debt against which he must 
labor through the years. Special attention is given 
to fostering community life and co-operative en- 
deavor. 

It is a project which has gone on quietly for more 
than a quarter-century, with the result that today 
about 6 per cent of the land in Palestine is so leased. 
Particular interest attaches to the undertaking just 
now as the acquisition of still more acres in Pales- 
tine will provide a friendly refuge for German Jews 
dispossessed under the Hitler terrorism. 


318 YEARS TOO LATE.

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A DANGEROUS CONSERVATION PROPOSAL. 

Capt. Paul A. Curtiss sounds a warning to sports- 
men in the December Game Breeder that a move- 
ment is on foot to stop all shooting of ducks and 
geese for a period of years beginning in 1935. 

The sportsmen will not, we trust, let the Govern- 
ment make this terrible mistake. To prohibit. shoot- 
ing of dueks and geese altogether would deprive the 
Federal Government of much of the revenue for en- 
forcement of the shooting regulations which it en- 
joys under the stamp tax, and it would, moreover, 
take away from state game departments the means 
of keeping their wardens in the field. 

It would, in short, be absolute prohibition in a field 
which affects millions of people. The Game Commis- 
sioner of Saskatchewan, A. E. Etter, recently made 
a very telling point against such prohibitions in the 
field of sport. He said Saskatchewan had tried to 
save the moose and one or two other species in that 
way, with the result that in every such ease the 
species had become virtually extinct in the Province, 
He explained that this was because the men in the 
field, resentful of such laws, had got out of hand, 
There is a moral in this, Ducks and geese need 
protection, but the practical effect of a. closed period 
covering several years would be to leave them unpro- 
tected, There are varieties of ducks and geese which 
have been damaged little if any by the drouth. How 
are the Government and the states to protect them 
witheut law enforcement, and without the revenues 
essential to law enforcement, from the pot hunter, 
market shooter and trapper? They are a problem 
even in normal seasons. 

It would, in our judgment, be far Wiser to follow 
a temperate course and one not in defiance of all hu- 
man exper{fence.

is aS important as our economic recov- 

ery. It is fantastic for a nation pro- 
claiming the lofty ideals of America to ex- 
hibit a criminal record worse than that of 
any other civilized country. Other countries 
in recent years have been curbing crime. 
But in the United States, crime increases 
at the rate of 3 per cent per annum; the 
annual cost of lawlessness is estimated at 
13 billion dollars, against a bill for education 
of two and a half billion dollars. 

Happily, this past year, there have been 
manifest signs of a turn in the tide, of an 
awakening publie responsibility for putting 
our house of morals in order. At the bot- 
tom, the spectacle of an unruly crowd of 
20,000 people fighting for souvenirs from the 
blessed grave of one of the most outrageous 
of our criminal “heroes,” “Pretty Boy” 
Floyd, has shocked the inherent national 
sense of decency. At the top, Federal forces 
have established a splendid record in dis- 
couraging the kidnaping racket and in ter- 
minating the careers of our leading bank 
desperadoes,

The fault is not with the police and the 
prisons so much as with us, the people. Re- 
sponsibility rests most of all on five groups: 
the home, the school, the church, the com- 
munity, the legal profession. 

The American home must revive the leg- 
end of character building, of respect for 
law in the parent and of clean conduet in 
the child. 

The schools must maintain special offi- 
cers to handle delinquency and maladjust- 
ment. The classroom must co-operate with 
the home in holding up to derision trickery 
and passing the buck. The mind of the child 
can afford to absorb fewer modern facts 
and more of the ancient examples of better 
citizenship and honorable, if less quickly 
profitable, living. 

The churches can increase their useful- 
ness by becoming attractive to the children 
of the neighborhood, as well as to the adult 
waifs and strays, not only on Sundays but 
on the six other days of the week. 

Each community should see to it that its 
children have opportunity for psychiatric 
and medical care. Where other agencies are 
absent, neighborhood clinics for children 
ought to be established. In New York City, 
the Police Department has befriended er- 
rant children and is guiding them through 
a generously staffed Crime Prevention Bu- 
reau, 

* e * 

But on one special group of our citizens 
rests the most serious responsibility. By 
and large, members of the legal profes- 
sion in America, unlike their cousins in En- 
giand, have felt themselves to be the ser- 
vants and not the leaders of the community. 
The 18,000 members of the American Bar 
Association, trained in the operation of jus- 
tice and all its technical apparatus, cannot 
much longer deny responsibility for lynch 
law, for the archaic delays of our courts, 
for the subserviency of our judiciary to 
politics, of our police to the underworld. 
North of our border is a country where 
lynching is unknown; where justice is swift; 
where no Judge, great or small, is subject 
to the caprice of the electorate. 

If the economic program of the New Deal 


succeeds, it will help ourinternal war against 
crime, The New Deal aims to redistribute 
wealth and opportunity until a healthy job 
is insured for every able-bodied citizen. The 
squalid slums of our large cities produce 90 
per cent of our criminals. Housing pro- 
grams under the New Deal, slum clearance, 
though they may not pay out direetly, will 
indirectly reduce, in good time, our national 
expenditure for police and for prisons. 


The revolt against crime is a personal re- 
sponsibility for each of us. Actual practice of 
religion, of course, automatically eliminates 
crime. For lawlessness is foreign to two sim- 
ple commandments—love God; love thy 
neighbor. All social human beings can accept 
the second of these. Those who reject God 
can substitute character. And for character 
the home first of all is responsible. 

Those of us who have children bear this 
primary responsibility for the public morale. 
We cannot resign our dypties to the school 
or to the community or to the free instincts 
of youth. Discipline must be accompanied 
by example and a respect for law, no matter 
how absurd a particular statute may seem 
to us. Parents who play with bootleggers 
and rush off to lynchings cannot expect 
noble virtues to develop in their children. 

The community is responsible for its chil- 
dren. Whether or not we have children of 
our own, it is the duty of each of us to urge 
parks and playgrounds in our communities, 
character building in our schools, children’s 
activities in our churehes, clinics for juvenile 
delinquency in our neighborhoods. Each of 
us must become an unofficial but responsible 
plain-clothes crime-prevention officer, and 
see that the children have healthy substi- 
tutes for the excitement of street gangs and 
unsuitable motion pictures. 


FREEING THE JUDGES. 
From the Kansas City Star, 

UDGE R. E. CULVER, chairman of the 
J new permanent Judicial Council of Mis- 
souri, has stated with clarity the primary 
problem of court procedure that faces all 
states which, like Missouri, have an elected 
judiciary. As Judge Culver has observed, 
political and popular pressure tends to im- 
pede justice. 

This unsatisfactory situation long has 
been recognized by the public, as well as 
by the legal profession. Judge Culver pro- 
poses two remedies. 

One is to have an appointed State judiei- 
ary, presumably holding office during good 
behavior, that would correspond to the Fed- 
eral system. The other is to separate the 
nomination and election of Judges from the 
nomination and election of all other public 
officials, to give them longer terms and to 
prohibit their immediate re-election for a 
second term. Perhaps to these changes 
should be added the nomination of Judges 
by the convention rather than by the pri- 
mary system, which is not calculated to 
obtain the best candidates. 

There would be difficulty in finding an 
appointive power that would command con- 
fidence as free from political pressure. The 
practical advantages of the second proposal 
are evident. Obviously, it opens an inter- 
esting field for discussion,

Differentials in wage rates “that 
would preserve the competitive 
balances without encouraging ex- 
ploitation of labor at any point,” 
were recommended by the council, 
which at the same time urged 
Southern employers to pay wages 
as high as possible “with justice to 
all concerned.” 

The council insisted that 13 
Southern states and a part of a 
fourteenth be taken as a “broad 
economic unit in the consideration 
of codes.” The states are Alabama, 
Arkansas, Florida, Georgia, Ken- 
tucky, Louisiana, Mississippi, North 
Carolina, Oklahoma, South Caro- 
lina, Tennessee, Texas, Virginia and 
the southernmost section of West 
Virginia. 

Results of Survey on NRA. 

The industrialists were told that 
a survey of 6000 manufacturers in- 
dicated NRA should be “drastically 
modified or abandoned altogether.”

BEVERIDGE WEBSTER 
SYMPHONY SOLOIST 


Young American Pianist Shows 
Talent m_ Playing — of 
Schumann Concerto. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN, 

EVERIDGE WEBSTER, the 
B young American pianist who is 

making his first public appear- 
ances in his native country this sea- 
son, played the Schumann concerto 
with the St. Louis Symphony 
Orchestra at the regular Friday 
concert in the Municipal Auditori- 
um yesterday afternoon. Having 
had already a considerable career in 
Europe Mr. Webster's performance 
here was preceded by much inter- 
ested speculation, The favorable 
impression made on the local audi- 
ence was but a confirmation of 
what had been heard about him. 

His playing in the Schumann con- 
certo had all the unmistakable 
signs of delicate musical sensibil- 
ities and thoroughgoing technical 
control. Hig tone quality was con- 
sistently beautiful, his phrases 
gracefully curved, his rhythmic 
patterns were clear and propulsive 
and though there was a certain dis- 
crepancy in effect between piano 
and orchestra the mechanical pre- 
cision of the performance was in 
no way impaired. 

The discrepancy referred to arose 
out of Mr. Webster’s conception of 
the music which tended toward the 
precious. Being rather smal! in its 
dynamics and disdainful of the fre- 
quent opportunities for striking 
emphasis the performance seemed 
to be turning inward on the solo- 
ist rather than outward toward the 
audience. There were many pas- 
sages in both the first and third 
movements when the soloist seemed 
to be playing to himself and with 
only enough intensity to keep his 
own image of the music intact. The 
orchestra, on the contrary was 
striving to give full expressive force 
to all of the music’s rich and ex- 
pansive romanticism. But since the 
ideas of the soloist were naturally 
the prevailing ones the performance 
was not very satisfactory as an act 
of communication, no matter how 
agreeable it was as sound and how 
impressive as a feat of virtuosity. 

Mr. Webster's reluctant encore 
was a Chopin etude. 

The orchestra distinguished itself 
in Gluck’s “Iphigenie en Aulide” 
overture when the string quality 
was especially ingratiating and in 
the “Variations on a Theme by 
Haydn” by Johannes Brahms. This 
composition is one of the most suc- 
cessful set of variations ever invent- 
ed for they develop out of the spirit 
of the material rather than from 
its physical conformation. More- 
over many of the variations reveal 
the musical character of Brahms 
at its noblest. The care and musi- 
cianly zeal with which Mr. Golsch- 
mann differentiated the several 
parts while at the same time pre- 
serving their essential inward kin- 
ship was entirely admirable. 

The novelty of the day was a pas- 
tiche of Strauss waltzes by a Rus- 
sian named Kostia Konstantinoff. 
The name of the piece was “Vien- 
na.” Many familiar tunes appeared 
only to get lost in a welter of over- 
sophisticated harmony and color. It 
was all very clever. But any Strauss 
waltz presented intact would have 
been better.

The coldest day of the year was 
Feb. 27, with 2 above zero recorded 
at the Weather Bureau, but temper- 
atures as low as 9 below were re- 
ported in the suburbs. The highest 
temperature ever recorded here was 
110 on July 24. The average for the 
year was 58.4, which is 2.2 above 
normal. 

Mild temperatures prevailed dur- 
ing January and until the last half 
of February where there was a 10- 
day period of extreme cold, fol- 
lowed by a rather cold March and 
April. May was mild, warmer than 
any since 1911. 

June, July and August were very 
warm, and taken together set a 
new record for a hot summer, 83.3 
degrees. This was 6.2 above normal, 
and 6 higher than -the previous 
record, established in 1901. From 
July 18 to 25 there were eight con- 
secutive days with temperatures of 
100 or more, and the week of July 
19 to 25 had an average tempera- 
ture of 95.2 degrees, the highest 
ever recorded here. 

The heat wave broke in the last 
half of August and September tem- 
peratures were pleasant. Mild 
weather prevailed in October and 
November. 

December was the coldest De- 
cember since 1927. Severe cold in 
the first half of the month was 
followed by moderate weather, but 
the average was 33 degrees, 1.9 be- 
low normal. Precipitation totaled 
1.71 inches, .5 of an inch below

In less than two rounds of what 
was billed as a four-round exhi- 
bition in which the title was not 
involved, the champion knocked 
Levinsky out—probably clear out 
of the heavyweixht scheme—last 
night in the Chicago Stadium.

A terrific right hand smash _ to 
the jaw, climax of 53 seconds of 
blistering action, most of it pro- 
vided by the champion, brought 
about the knockout, the first in Le- 
vinsky’s career. He was counted 
out, flat on his back, as 14,015 pop- 
eyed spectators howled*® For the 
opportunity of seeing the verbose 
Kingfish tipped over for the first 
time, the crowd paid $29,715. 

The battle fought with six-ounce 
gloves, instead of the usual eight- 
ounce exhibition mitts, lasted only 
three minutes and 53 seconds; but 
it was packed with a little of ev- 
erything of which the colorful 
capable. He _ clowned 


laughing as Levinsky peppered his 
face with left jabs and a couple of 
rousing rights to the head-to win 
the edge. 

Near the end of the round, as 
Baer refused to make a warlike ad- 
vance, Levinsky urged him to fight. 
The King’s reward was a sickening 
left hook to the body. 

As the bell got the second round 
underway, Baer stood in his cor- 
ner motionless, his arms at his side. 
Again Levinsky beckoned him to 
come out of there.

BY COLLEGES 10 
END RECRUITING 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—The Na- 
tional Collegiate A. A. has taken a 


definite step forward in its cam- 
paign to eliminate recruiting and 
subsidization of college athietes, 
particularly football players. 

The N. C. A. A’s adoption of a 
nine-point code for the guidance of 
its members, beset by these twin 
athletic evils, was regarded by 
college leaders as a move in the 
right direction despite the fact that 
the code is not binding upon any- 
one. 

They pointed out that the code, 
for the first time, definitely de- 
fines certain practices which the

Qo: HUNDRED YEARS AGO, 


ILLIAN EMERSON of the “Say 
When” show relays this quip in 
which the President is the star. 
It seems that a committee from 
Pittsburgh (women, of course), 
went to see President Roosevelt 
to complain about “too much fac- 
tory smoke” in Pittsburgh. 


Charles Lamb died. All the 

world pays tribute to one of the 
best beloved men who ever lived. 
His life is at once a legacy and a 
legend. 

As an essayist there is no one 
like him in our literature; no one 
near him. He had what every 
writer wants and few attain— 
charm. A)}l of us know what it is 
until we try to define it. 

Gentle, yet strong, gay and a lit- 
tle sad, whimsically wise without 
being bitter, his humor keeps us 
poised between laughter and tears, 
like a silvery shower of rain on a 
sunny April day. 

“If you want a subject, take 
pork,” said Mr. Pumblochook in the 
Dickens’ story. Lamb wrote on 
Roast Pig, and made it fascinating. 
Everything he touched was trans- 
formed as by magic into beauty., 

Yet the man was greater than the 
writer, as we see him going home 
from the India House after hours 
to play games with a crabbed old 
‘father, or walking endlessly to tire 
out the dog that followed him. 

In a fit of insanity his sister 
killed their mother, and had to be 
put in an asylum. But Lamb could 
not bear to have it so. He tried to 
take care of her himself, and did 
so much of the time.
